Soviets Land 
Satellite On 
Venus Today 


T^IOSCOW 
— The Soviet 


Union today landed a satellite 
on Wnu.'^. the first man-made 
object 
to 
rcach 
that 
cloud- 
wreatlied p l a n e t , Tass an­ 
nounced. 


The satellite was Venus 3, 
launched last Nov. 16. The offi­ 
cial news agency said it carried 
to the planet’s surface a pennant 
witii the coat of arms of the So­ 
viet Union. 


There 
was 
no 
Immediate 
claim that Venus 3 made a con­ 
trolled landing, indicating that 
it had crashed. Tlie Soviet Un­ 
ion miide history’s first soft 
landing on the moon last month. 


The first Tass announcement 
fra id Venus 3 fell silent before 
hittmg the planet in the final 
stage of the flight, indicating it 
was not sending signals from 
the planet. 


But before that it presumably 
had been sending back informa­ 
tion. because Tass said regular 
radio communication had been 
maintain eil. 


“Throughout the flight, regu­ 
lar radio communication was 
maintained with tlie probe and 
.scicntific inforn^ation was re­ 
ceived,'* Tass said. 


“ During the approiich of the 
probe to the planet, the commu­ 
nication peric^ at the final stage 
did not take place.” 


This radio silence was not ex­ 
plained. 


The rendezvous with Venus 
was achieved through a correc­ 
tion of the flight trajectory Dec. 
2G, Tass reported.

.He added, “If. cither in wages 
or priccs, some succeed in en­ 
larging their share of the econ­ 
omic pot too much the results 
can only be

inflationary 
spiral. We must avoid damag­ 
ing and fi-uitless battles over 
the economic pie.” 


Ackley, w'ho is on leave from 
his 
post as 
chairman of the 
Economics Department of Mich­ 
igan, told labor ajid business, 
"You 
have benefited

and not at each other’s expense 
in the past five years.”

Want Doctors Too 
The Defense Department also 
has asked for a draft of 2,49ti 
doctors beginning in July. 


One source said the Pentagon 
has been given estimates that 
as many as 10,000 men in the 18- 
35 age bracket have received 
nurse training. But these esti­ 
mates are discounted largely in 
view of the national shortage of 
medical personnel. 


"There are no valid statistics 
in this area and frankly we 
doubt that we can come up with 
900 diaftable men who have the 
two or three years' necessary 
schooling," the spokesman ex­ 
plained. 


Whatever the number actually 
drafted, most probably will not 
go to Viet Nam, sources said. 
The majority will likely be sent 
to Europe or other areas where 
U.S. installations have experi­

Shift In Policy 
On Pesticides 


LANSING (AP)—A new pesti­ 
cide 
p o l i c y , 
prepared for 
adoption by the State Conserva­ 
tion Department, reflects the 
growing concern about the in­ 
discriminate use of chemical 
pesticides. 


Pesticides are recognized as 
an essential tool of the farmer 
and conservationist. 


But the department statement 
says it also recogni7.es that 
"some 
chemicals 
can 
harm 
beneficial life and the entire hu­ 
man environmmt even when 
used as recommended and that 
extremely minute quantities of 
certain pesticides can be detri­ 
mental to life. 


“For these reasons," says the 
statement, “They must be em­ 
ployed with the knowledge, skill 
and restraint demanded by oth­ 
er such tools as nuclear energy, 
narcotic drugs, antibiotics and 
saws.” 


The department says that on 
the whole its record is clean, as 
the volume of pesticides used 
has been low. 


Also, there has been a shift 
from the use of more toxic and 
persistent chemicals. 


One change recommended is a 
shift from the use of DDT in 
mosquito and fly control spray 
programs. 


Other, less pow^ful sprays 
will be used and remaining 
DDT stocks will be disposed of. 


There has been growing evi­ 
dence that DDT residues are 
harmful to birds, fish, wildlife 
and bmeficial insects.

*The basic responsibility o( 
ttiis department in its use of 
pesticides is to avoid contribut­ 
ing to contamination or pollu­ 
tion of the total environment in 
which man and wildlife must 
live and perform their vital 
roles.”

Court Upsets 
Insanity Rule 


NEW YORK (AP) — Since 
Daniel M’Naghten set out more 
than a hundred years ago to kill 
the British prime minister—and 
got the wrong man—courts have 
held that the test of insanity was 
the ability to distinguish right 
from wrong. 


But Monday the 2nd U.S. 
Court of Appeals threw out the 
M’Naghten Rule on the grounds 
that it doesn’t go far enough. 


The court ruled that a person 
is not responsible for criminal 
conduct if — even though he 
knows an act to be wrong — he 
cannot control his behavior. 


The decision, which applies 
only to federal courts in the 2nd 
Circuit of New York, Connecti­ 
cut and Vermont, implements a 
1962 proposal of the American 
Law Institute. 


Among the 26 persons who 
drafted the proposal was Dr. 
Manfred S. Guttmacher, chief 
medical officer of the Supreme 
Bench of Baltimore. "I m over­ 
joyed with it,” he said. “The M’­ 
Naghten Rule was a bad rule. It 
was made in 1843 and I think it 
has outlived its usefulness," 


The rule had a “fatal defect” 
that 
placed 
"tight shackles” 
upon expert psychiatric testimo­ 
ny, said one of the judges. Irv­ 
ing R. Kaufman,

vowing to crush the army and 
police who deposed him. 


In Accra, Lt. Gen. J.A. An- 
ofikrah, president of the National 
; Liberation Council now govei*n- 
ing Ghana, told a news confer­ 
ence that if Nkrumah “dares to 
come back to this country he 
will be tried for the crimes he 
has committed." 


Ankrah said Ghana’s aijport 
was closed to all planes of the 
Soviet aii'Une Aeroflot “because 
they caiTied Nkrumah away.” 
The move apparently was in­ 
tended to make sure the Soviets 
do not bring him back. 


Ankrah, in his first radio ad­ 
dress to the nation, warned all 
countries “to keep out of our 
problems and leave us alone to 
do our best to solve them”

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Helping The Family 


Hie accent on human values being urged by Gov­ 
ernor Romney in state government lias many faces. One 
of them is family living. The Governor’s State Human 
Resourees Council is sponsoring a series of conferences 
throughout Michigan on strengthening the family. 


Tlie Upper Peninsula’s conference was held at 
Northern Michigan University, Marquette, on Feb. 26 
and attended by nearly 100 persons wlio took the word 
back to their local areas for implementation. 


What was the word ? 
Elsewhere in the state tlie conferences tended to 
stress the teaching of family living in tlie schools, from 
elementary grades through college. The U.P. confer­ 
ence also suggested that it would be helpful to have 
young persons taught how to achieve a happy family life 
«8 a part of their schooling. 


BMucators who commented on the subject said a 
course of instruction is lacking and would have to be 
developed. Sex education would be a part of it. Courses 
in sociology touch on it but give it no accent and botli 
a literature and trained teachers are lacking. So there’s 
no quick, comprehensive remedy in sight in this direc­ 
tion. Nor did there seem to be any general thought that 
school instiniction alone, unrelated to other aids, would 
be very effective.

Part of the word that the conferees brought back 
was that there should be some more research into the 
modern family, its strengths and weaknesses, its fail­ 
ures and hiumphs. Families differ as much as individ­ 
uals and broad generalizations about remedying their 
troubles aren’t apt to be of much value. 


The conferees were cautioned not to tliink of family 
trouble in tenns of poverty alone, because while inade­ 
quate income makes family problems, many families 
with large incomes have troubles as big as the Rocky 
Mountains. 


The U.P. Conference seemed to indicate a belief 
that the churches could help more than the schools can. 
The clergymen at the conference shared this view. Tt 
may have been one of the most meaningful developments 
of the conference. 


If the churches are to involve themselves more 
in family welfare it will inevitably lead to more inter- 
feith action, because the individual clergyman quickly 
eomes np asrainst community factors when he tries to 
help his own congregation. He learns that to be most 
effective he must not only be concenied with those in 
his immediate spiritual charge, but also that he must 
in this matter be one of the keepers of the community. 


* 


There art problems here for the clerg\man. Tn- 
ereasingly the needs of America suggest that tlie 
churches should be deeply involved in the welfare as well 
as the spiritual affairs of their communities. But the 
ehurchflroer has b e e n conditioned, by generations of 
worship, to have the chuiTh sb-ess the love of others 
without always being leaders in the implementation of 
this ethic. TOere can be a reaction of: “I go to church 
to worship God, not to hear about the slums or juvenile 
delinquency!” But the churches have been moving rather 
atrongly toward social action. 


TTie churches of coui*se, were not singled out: the 
service clubs, the schools, goveiTiment and other organ­ 
isations were described as necessary parts of an\' suc­ 
cessful effort to make the family secure today despite 
the great mobility of the population, working mothers, 
lots of spending money, lack of discipline, more demo­ 
cracy in the family (letting children choose more courses 
of behavior by a permissive parental attitude), and 
many new' tensions and uncertainties wliich have broken 
down communication between parents and children. 


Churches and other organizations have, of course, 
been working always at strengthening the family, as 
the basic social unit of our nation. But it becomes ap­ 
parent that we—in the pi*ocess of getting so rich—are 
doing something dreadfully wrong when 56 per cent 
of the crimes in Michigan last year were committed b.v 
children 16 or younger. 


One of the study groups at NMU said: “Why 
wouldn’t there be family pi*oblenis when we respect 
money more than people?*'

Viral pneumonia has been 
given as the cause of Hedda 
Hopper’s 
death. 
Little 
was 
heard 
of this 
disease 
until 
about 2.5 years ago and there 
is still much that we don’t 
know about It. 


Most doctors now like to 
group acute viral respiratory 
disea.*jes under a single head­ 
ing although about 70 differ­ 
ent viruses causing these dis­ 
eases have been identified and 
the diseases themselves range 
all the way from inapparcnt 
infections to mild colds to pneu­ 
monia. 


One difficulty is that there 
is no wav to recognize from 
the symotoms or the course of 
these diseases what virus is 
resDonsibllc. This can be dr«- 
termined onlv by complicated 
and exnen^ive laborator>' pro- 
cedure.s that are not done rou­ 
tinely. It is. however, pretty 
well-establi'ihed that these vir­ 
uses are transmitted 
chiefly 
through 
the air In droplets 
from a cough or sneeze or in 
dust. 


Exposure to inclement weath­ 
er will not provoke an attack. 
In fact, you are much more 
likely to get the disease in a 
crowded bus or an office, store 
or theater. 


Viral pneumonia, unlike bac­ 
terial pneumonia, is a slow 
starter. The \nctim may com­ 
plain of a common cold for 
several da vs then develop a 
fever of 102 or 103 degrees with 
headache, loss of appetite and 
general lassitude. The shaking 
chills of bacterial pneumonia 
are not seen but the victim be­ 
comes fhort of breath and has 
a cough which, in the early 
stages, fails to raise any .sput- 
um. The diagnosi*? is often un­ 
certain until an X-rav film is 
made, revealing part of the lung 
to be consolidated. 


Despite the fact that the an­ 
tibiotics that have sav^^ed lives 
of many victims of bacterial 
pneumonia are of no value 
here, the disease u.sually runs 
a benign but prolonged cour^e. 
There is no specific treatment 
but good nursing care will us­ 
ually pull the victim through. 
Death occurs only in those vic­ 
tims classified as high ri.«;k.s— 
baV>:os. the elderlv and those 
w’eakenod bv a chronic debili­ 
tating disease.

WASHINGTON -- (NEA) — 
Piesident Johnson is constant­ 
ly l)cing chided by his detrac­ 
tors for secrecy, yet some of 
the most secret things he does 
m the conduct of his office are 
never talked about. 


The biggest fuss is usually 
made o\er the fact that the 
President keeps word of many 
of his decisions—including his 
appointments and his major 
travel plans—so close to his 
ribs that e\en key staff men 
cannot get a |:>eek at them. 


His 
i^verest 
critics 
are 
charging that much of the time 
he really decides a matter early 
in the game, that tlie elaborate, 
showy business of consulting 
many people and collecting in­ 
formation from varied sources 
is just a way of building a con­ 
sensus to help .sell his decision. 


The evidence 
for 
tliis 
is, 
however, extremely thin. Men 
of sufficiently detached 
judg­ 
ment not to be rated Johnson 
apologists insist that he is in 
fact a “late-hour decision mak­ 
er,” with an almost maddening 
penchant for making that one 
extra call to get another view 
or .some stray data.

What perhaps ought to con­ 
cern the critics more is 
how 
little they really know of some 
of the people whose counsel the 
President tosses into his deci­ 
sion mix. 


While the complainants 
are 
banging away at all the .stand­

McNamara and 
Secietary of State Dean Rusk, 
Johnson is busy talking to a 
good many outside people that 
even Washington’s nosiest re­ 
porters do not know he calls.

It is pretty plain that these 
units are not engaged in tj-ivial 
sideshows or sterile word-shuf­ 
fling.

Yet few' men know who tlie 
consultants were, 
what 
ideas 
they offered, 
what

developed among them, what 
weight the President gave them 
in his final decisions. He has 
been entirely free to go through 
the ‘‘weighing

As worldwide communica­ 
tions facilities improve do the 
people of the world achieve 
language mastery that enables 
them to understand each other 
better? 


If the answer were “Yes” 
the chance for peace would be 
helped. 


But the people who know 
most about it aren’t very opti­ 
mistic. A language specialist, 
Dr. William Merhab of the 
University of Michigan, who 
spoke in Iron Mountain and Es­ 
canaba last week, points out 
that a language is a living thing 


i cannot express reality. So per­ 
sons speaking such languages 
study 
books 
in 
English 
or 
French. 


Must Catch L'p 


“Eisperanto (a coined “in­ 
ternational” language) is ab­ 
surd because it is all ba.seci on 
Latin or Indo-European lan­ 
guages and is absolutely use­ 
less in a world speaking Rus­ 
sian and Chinese. It is easy for 
you to learn, but what of the 
guy you want to talk to? 


“Language has to catch up 
with things. For instance, we 
have no verb for television. For 
radio we can say we *heai' it. 
But we see and hear television 
and that the need for it keeps : 
changing and the influences simultaneously. So we say we 
upon it are as fluid as quick­ 
silver. 


Dr. Merhab, who speaks 7 
languages, in an interview cited 
political influence on language. 
“For several years after inde­ 
pendence 
in 
Indonesia,” 
he 
said “when the feeling was 
most bitter, to say something 
in Dutch was ft political act. 


“Because so many African 
nations speak French 
it is 
strong in the UN out of all 
proportion to tlie numbers of 
persons involved. The African 
tribes have very complicated 
languages and very few, like 
Swahili, 
cover 
large 
areas. 
They have taken in words from 
several languages, like the Ara­ 
bic from the early slave trad­ 
ers, and the Portuguese. 


French Precise 


“In Africa the two 
large 
(foreign) languages are Eng­ 
lish and French. Before World 
War I the Germans had a large 
section of Central Africa, but 
the war took the German lan­ 
guage out of Africa. Belgian 
took over some of the area.”

We 
are just beginning to say it in 
English. The meaning comes 
before the word in the crea­ 
tion of language, but when we 
learn a new language we learn 
the w'ords first and then we 
learn the meaning.”

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Winter Studies Revea! 
Venison's Top Coyote Food 


OAS Charter 
Study Begins 


The principal winter food of 
coyotes in Northern Michigan 
is venison — but most of it 
comes 
from 
deer 
that 
have 
died or been killed by some­ 
thing other than coyotes. 


That is one of the findings of 
studies conducted near Shingle- 
ton in Alger 
County 
and 
on 
Beaver Island in Lake Michi­ 
gan 15 miles from the 
Upper 
Peninsula shore. 


The studies, covering a 10- 
year period, were made by Els- 
worth M. Harger and John J. 
Ozoga, biologists at the Cusino

Four unsuccessful attempts by 
coyotes to capture deer were 
noted, however. But deer kill­ 
ed during the autumn hunting 
season and not retrieved form­ 
ed the main source of winter 
food for Beaver Island coyotes. 
Few Hares Caught 
How about other game ani­ 
mals? 


Harger and Ozoga found that, 
despite an abundance of snow- 
shoe hares in both the Petrel 
Grade and on

(their tracks intersected 98 per 
cent of the coyote tracks fol­ 
lowed), coyotes captured only 
four hares in 40 recognizable at­ 
tempts. 


Ruffed grouse were frequent­ 
ly flushed while tracking — at 
the rate of one per three miles 
on Beaver Island and one per 
eight miles in the Petrel Grade, 
but they were seldom caught by 
coyotes.

Wood producers 
regard

so regard its woodyard agents, 
however, for they help a mill 
to m aintain an orderly flow of 
wood, accepting delivery when 
the producers can deliver and 
then moving it on to the mill in 
an orderly m anner to avoid a 
glut at the millyard.

Leland W. Hooker of Hough­ 
ton, 
who 
launched 
the 
Re­ 
publicans’ 
effort 
to 
unseat 
Democratic Congressman R ay­ 
mond W. Clevenger (Sault Stc. 
M arie) in this year’s election 
with his candidacy for Con­ 
gress in the 11th District an­ 
nounced on Jan. 3, today w ith­ 
drew from the race. 


The withdrawal left Philip 
E. 
Ruppe, 
Copper 
Country 
banker and businessman, as the 
only announced candidate for 
the Republican nom ination for 
Congress in the 11th. 


Hooker withdrew in favor of 
Ruppe. His announcem ent said; 
“1 believe that under ordinary 
circumstances a prim ary con­ 
test would be helpful to the Re­ 
publican cause, but in the 11th 
District at this tim e we face 
conditions which are not ordi­ 
nary, and 1 am persuaded that 
my continued candidacy would 
hinder rather than 
help the 
party’s chances for victory in 
the general election. I am there­ 
fore releasing all com m itm ents 
to me, and urge th at all Re­ 
publicans support M r. Ruppe.” 


District Changed 


Hooker 
was 
the 
strongest 
candidate showing in the Re­ 
publican field in the party’s ef­ 
forts to develop interest in the 
congressional contest last year 
and he continued in strong po­ 
sition with the announcem ent 
by Ruppe that he would be a 
candidate. Party leaders w ere 
trying for agreem ent on one 
candidate, if possible, because 
of the cost of even prim ary 
campaigning and the possibi­ 
lities of intraparty dissentions 
growing out of the prim ary. 


Congressman Clevenger found 
much of the strength that elect­ 
ed him in the form er 
12th 
Congressional D istrict in the 
western Upper Peninsula, which 
used to send late Republican 
Congressman John B. Bennett 
to W ashington.

'Strep' Throat 
Making Rounds 


Dr. M ary Cretens, director of 
the Delta-M enominee 
District 
Health Dept., said today that 
the incidence of “strep” 
sore 
throat, chicken pcx and infec­ 
tious 
mononucleosis 
has 
in­ 
creased in the area over last 
year. 


She said, however, that there 
have 
been 
fewer 
cases 
of 
measles. 


“Anyone 
with 
severe 
sore 
throat, especially if accompan­ 
ied by fever, is advised to ob­ 
tain medical care,” D:. Cretens 
said. “Strep sore throats are 
generally more dangerous than 
the virus sore throat that ac­ 
companies the usual cold. Rhu- 
m atic fever and kidney disor­ 
ders may 
follow 
strep 
sore 
throats.” 


Infectious 
mononucleosis — 
usually considered a disease of 
college and high school stu­ 
dents—symptoms are not well 
known by the general public, 
Dr. Cretens pointed out. Fever, 
sore tliroat and swollen glands 
in tlie neck are most common 
symptoms. 


“The disease is usually v«*y 
mild and difficult to recognize 
in children. Older adults do not 
contact this disease too often. 
Young 
adults 
usually 
have 
m ore severe symptoms,” 
she 
continued. “Sometimes 
s>Tnp- 
toms of weakness and flu per­ 
sist for months. Physicians now 
have accurate laboratory m eth­ 
ods to diagnose this disease." 


Dr. Cretens said 
the 
most 
Im portant method of prevent­ 


ing spread of infectious mon­ 
onucleosis and strep throat in­ 
fections is Uirough special care 
with cleanliness. Saliva is the 
commonest method of spreaci of 
tliese diseases. 


No isolation is needed for in­ 
fectious mononucleosis (infec­ 
tious mono as it is sometimes 
called), she said. Children with 
“strep” throats should be kept 
home from school until per­ 
mission to return is granted by 
a physician.
